Castro's answer to the allies' proposal 
to arbitrate the Venezuelan troubles 
has not. been received. Iri fact, Secre- 
tary Hay had nothing of Importance on 
the Venezuelan situation to communi- 
cate to the Cabinet. 


There are, however, under 
discus- 


sion such questions as those relating to 
the best means 
of terminating ' the 


blockade and other matters touching 
the personnel of the commission 
which, 


it is expected, will meetln Washing- 
ton to lay down the lines of the ar- 
bitration scheme. 


Inasmuch as certain European pub- 


licists have taken exception to the ef- 
.Corts of the United States 
to bring 


about arbitration 
between 
Venezuela 


and the allies, as a violation of all the 
traditions and rules of international In- 
tercourse, the attention of one-of, the 
most eminent American members of 
the representatives at the conference 
at The Hague, one of the men 
who 


framed The Hague convention, itself, 
was directed 
to the criticisms. 
He 


very promptly cleared away the .mis- 
understanding on this point by point-, 
ing to article 27 of The Hague conven- 
tion as justification of the attitude of 
the United States. The article reads: 


"The signatory powers consider it 


-their tiuty if a serious dispute threat- 
ens to break out between two or more 
of them, to remind theae. latter that 
the permanent court Is open to them.

STROYED BY FIRE. 


SUSPICiOH THAT LOSS WAS OCCASIONED 


BY THE AGT OF A OARING, BUT 


UNKNOWN INCENDIARY. 


An acre of cinders now marks the 


spot where yesterday stood the Frank- 
lin Grammar School, 
on the square 


bounded by Ninth and Tenth avenues 
and East Fourteenth and 
EaMt Fif- 


teenth streets. 


The structure was burned to 
the 


ground laat night, 
shortly 
after 
8 


o'clock, and it .is generally beiieved 
that the destruction was brought about 
fay the act of an Incendiary. 


The achool had' been closed for sev- 


eral days, in fact, since the beginning 
of the rnld-term vacation, and since 
that time no fires had been mainta.ined 
in any of the class room stoves. 


The school was a frame structure 


and would probably cost to replace it 
In the same style, about. $35,000. 
It 


was insured for $12,000 and the con- 
tents were Insured for $2,000. 


There is no doubt that another school 


will 'be erected on the same site, be- 
cause the ground upon which it stood 
is a model one for an institution of 
that kind and is located in a district 
.which Is thickly populated, and wlifch 
will demand another educational insti- 
tution for the accommodation .of 
the 


youth of that section. 


The work of destruction was 
com- 


plete, notwithstanding the strenuous 
efforts of the Fire Department, because 
the building wag dry as tinder and, un- 
der the Influence of a strong wind, the 
names soorijfcot beyond control.

except himself since the school closed a 
weell ago last Friday for the holiday va- 
cation. Valentine declared that there had 
been 'no flres in the stoves, and that he 
was baffled to explain the outbreak. Yes- 
terday he visited the building twice, once 
in the morning at 
eleven o'clock and 


again at four o'clock In the afternoon.

text books for the elementary schools. 
Undoubtedly, 'the very best thing would 
be to repeal every section of the present 


the text books oy the State, and to enact 
a law authortzins Ihe State Board of Kd- 
ucatlon to select such books In every 
branch as seem to them to be the very 
best, and to contract with the different 
publishing houses for the furnishing of 
these books for a specified time and at a 
specified rate. If this can not be done, it 
is to be hoped that some such provision 
as was passed at the last session of the 
legislature, but which was declared Inop- 
erative, may be enacted, by which the 
copyright of certain books may be pur- 
chased for a number of books to be print- 
ed at the State printi.".fr office, it would 
however, be vastly better If the printing 
of text-books by the State were entirely 
abolished. The whole plan has been' a 
costly experiment and has proved,to be 


Into the publishing business. A higher 
order of text-books can be obtained and 
at a lower rate under free- competition. 


i of a session sees more "or less delay In 


time. It Is not at all uncommon for a 
pupil to be kept from school for weeks for 
this reason. Again, without free text- 
books classification cannot be Just 
or 
complete. Promotions and reductions are 
certain not to occur as deserved. If n 
pupil has begun a session in a given 
grade and purchased the proper books, no 
principal would wish, and 
tew would 


flare, to "demote" him to the next lower 
grade, oven if the pupil's Interest and the 
interest of the grade demanded this even 
so imperatively. Th same difficulty hin- 
ders due promotions. Ascending a grade, 
the pupils must, of course, have new 
books. Even well-to-do and sympathetic 
parents complain at such a demand." 
"More might be written, but enough 


testimony has already been .jlven to con- 
vince any one that there Is great good 
to be accomplished for the schools by the 
adoption of the "Free Text-book" plan.

"An engine never leaves the railroad 


shops that has not 
been thoroughly 


inspected^and repaired. When the en- 
gine arrives at the roundhouse after 
a run it is subjected to a very search- 
ing examination. 
In the rirst place, 


the engineer writes out a card calling 
the attention of the master mechanic 
to any defect that he might have no- 
ticed during his run. 
Then the fore- 


men of the different departments hav- 
ing charge of the repair 
of .certain 


vital parts of the engine inspect those 
parts and make their report. Finally, 
everybody who has anything 
to 
do 


with an engine.at all Is expected and 
required to report any 
defect 
that 


comes to his notice. 
After all these 


reports have been submitted the work- 
men repair the defects so that when 
an engine leaves the roundhouse I* is 
in the very best condition. 


'The average run of an engine a 


month Is 3,600 miles, not from 9,000 to 
12,000, as has been reported. 
In the 


course of its month's work an engine 
may make 4,000 or 5,000 miles, but 
never more than that unless for some 
special reason. 


"In the case of the eng-ine on the Owl 


train that broke down Just before the 
Byron wreck, the record shows that it 
couldn't have been in a very Jjad con- 
dition, for at Port Costa !t was ten 
minutes behind its schedule 
and 
at 


Byron It was only five minutes behind, 
showing that il. had made up five min- 
utes. The engine was in good condi- 
tion before It .left the shops, but Us 
boiler began to leak at Port Costa, 
which Is an altogether likely thing tq 
happen to any engine. 


"We always use special engines for 


the Owl train, but the regular engine 
that was to have taken out the train 
on the night of the wreck was engaged 
elsewhere and we substituted another. 
It was just as good, though a little 
lighter, and we use them every day to 
pull bigger trains up steeper grades 
than .the Owl train or the grades that 
it has to climb. 


"The amount of repair 
an 
engine 


needs depends on the 
amount 
and 


kind of its use. 
An engine In Arizona 


will need to be thoroughly overhauled 
In a year, while one in Northern Cali- 
fornia will last from five to ten years. 
In the meantime, of course, these en- 
gines will need xo V»e repaired In manj 
of thefr minor parts. It is our prac- 
tice to fully overhcxul an engine when- 
ever Its condition shows that 
it 
is 


necessary. 


"The men employed in the repair of 


the engines art all experts In the var- 
ious branches of their work.

Moore, the only passenger, taking J25 
from the latter. 


As the train slowed down the robber 


jumped off, but was followed by Con-

SAN FRAN'CISCO. Dec. 30.—Down 


to Instant death. Full forty feet fell 
Timothy Donovan, teamster, the white 
horse he drove and the loaded coal 
cart the horse drew. 


Donovan was picked up dead by the 


Coroner's men and carried au-ay to the 
Morgue. The white horse was picked 
up dead by the health inspectors and 
hauled away to the glue factory. 


But the cart, which was smashed In 


the fall, "was carefully patched up by 
the nearest wagon maker, and the coal 
scattered over the ground was swept 
and dusted Into bins and then treas- 
ured In the bunkers. 
HOW THE ACCIDENT OCCURRED. 


The accident occurred this morning 


at the yards of the Black Diamond 
Coal Company, 450 Main street, where 
ft-r ten years men have been hauling 
coal up a runway, ateep and high as a 
nil! and altogether unproteced by rail- 
in*». 


The runway leads to the top of the 


bunkers, and when the carts get to th • 
forty foot height they are backed to r. 
chute and 
dumped. 
The 
company 
makes the teamsters walk, because It 
1» hard enough for one horse to haul a 
load of coal up the Incline as It Is. 


NONE SAW THE FALL. 


'When Donovan was last seen he "'as 


Just starting up the incline walking 
beside his horse's head, on the left side 
I 


of the animal and between It and the 
edge of the runway. 
j 
N* one saw horse, man and cart fall, 
but, of course, the shovelers In the j 
yard heard the crash when they struck 
the ground together. 
Heavy planks lie lengthwise along 


the extreme edge of the runway and 
Just where Donovan fell these planks 
arc broken, apparently by the heavy 
wheel of the cart. 
Arthur MulHn, foreman of the yard, 


explains it this way: 


FOREMAN EXPLAINS. 


"That rumway Is fifteen feet wide. 
plenty wide enough for two carts to pass, 
but Donovan must have been walking 
right an the edge. He was so close to 
the edgo that his cart wheel struck the 
plank. 
That threw the heavy shafts 
around quick and hard. Doubtless this 
blow trora the cart shafts knocked Don- 
ovan oft Uie runway.

dwelllng-housi! or residence shall be re- 
moved by the City Garbas;e Crematory or 
such other crematory as may be hereaf- 
ter, legally established at regular Inter- 
vafe of once a week or oftener If neces- 
sary, and must be taken to the 
City 


Garbage Crematory or other such crema- 
tory as may be hereafter legally estab- 
lished in said city and must be consumed 
and incinerated therein to an odorless ash 
and such crematory shall Likewise remove 
all ashes and waste matter. Fort such 
services the occ\ipant, tenant or lessee of 
each house or Hat shall pay to the au- 
thorised agent or collector of the city or 
other garbage crematory the sum of 3o 
cents per month for each ten gallon gar- 
bage caiy removed once a week or less 
per month; and for such can removed 
additional to a removal of once a week 
7 1-2 cents per can. The removal of all 
ashes and waste matter shall be optional 
with the tenant, lessee or occupant of ev- 
ery residence house or flat, and must when 
required, be removed free of charge, pro-

amount to twenty gallons or less per 
week, for any person paying for the re- 
moval of garbage from the same prem- 
ises, and $1 per cubic yard for any excess 
above twenty gallons per week.

"Well, I knew 'The Conquerors' would

The first time I knew that 
the bill had been changed was last Fri- 
day, when I met Chapman just as he was 
riding his horse away from the theatre 
entrance. He told me to rehearse for 
'The Mouth of the Canon.' The week be- 
fore we had rehearsed every night while 
we were playing- 'The Defa.ulter' In order 
to put on 'The Conquerors.' The actors 
did that because I asked them to. "When 
Chapman said 'The Conquerors' would 
not be played the second week I objected. 
I had that right because 1 hold Stevens' 
power of attorney. I offered to jneet ev- 
ery expense—to pay the royalties of J200, 
to pay the salaries of the actors, to do- 
nate my services and those of my wife, 
Lillian Atwood, and of my brother. I ab- 
solutely guaranteed the salary of everj'- 
body in the cast. I was determined to 
play 'The Conquerors' or close the theater 
and those were Stevens' orders. But 
Chapman said he had spent a lot of 
money on the house and I allowed him to 
rurt it temporarily. 


"Last night, Chapman and I were 


standing on Fourteenth and Washington 
streets, discussing our troubles and Police 
Captain Petersen came along. We de- 
cided to leave the matter to "him. He de- 
cided In my favor at first, but later he 
decided against me because of the money 
Chapman had advanced and I agreed to 
abide by his decision. The conference was 
held in Peterson's oflice at the 
City 


Prison. When Petersen said I was in the 
wrong, I tore up the power of attorney 
and threw it in the cuspidor. Then I went 
back to the Dewey and I found eight or 
ten policemen there to keep me from en- 
tering. I tried to go through the private 
entrance, but it was nailed up and Chap- 
man called to me from the inside that if 
I broke down the door he would have me 
arrested. Then I went back to the City 
I*Tison and pasted my power of attorney 
together. Now there will be trouble. 


"To show that i hfu3 only the friendliest 


feelings for Chapman and the house, with 
one or two exception, the cast of 'The 
Mouth of. the Cannon' is playing because 
of my importunities. I tried to persuade 
J. F. McDonald and my brother to go on 
to, btit they refused when they learned 
that my wife and I would not play. 


"The real cause of all this ia a man 


named Georgre. who is putting on special- 
ties at the theater. He could not put on 
the specialties during the run of 'The 
Conquerors,' and as he could wind Chap- 
man around his fingers, Chapman said 
the play must be changed. I would not 
assent to this, and there you are." 


Chapman has a host of friends who will
